In introducing the Calcutta Rent Bill in the Bengal Legislative Council, 
the Hon'ble Mgbarajadhiraja Bahadur of Burdwan stated that Government 
realized that Wkislation for the restriction of rents was in itself not sufficient 
to solve the housing problem in Calcutta and that Government were oonsider- 
ing the adoption of further measures for the ‘improvement of sexisting condi- 
tions. At present, one of the chief obstacles to the expansion and develop- 
ment of Calcutta is the difficulty which building societies and companies 
experience in obtaining land and seeuring a firm title. Tt was ou this account 
that the Caleutta Rents Committee, recommended that Government should 
utilize the provisions of the Land Acquisition Act to acquire land for bodies 
which had been formed definitely for the provision of housing accommodation, 


There is evidence that private enterprise is prepared to take up house th 


schemes provided that it is granted reasonable facilities for the acquisition 
land ; and Government have aécordingly decided to accept the recommenda- 
tion of the Committee and £6 acquire land under the Land Acquisition Act on , 
behalf “and at the-cost of registered companies formed Jor housing purposos 
whose schemes ate approved by Government, so long as emergent measures are 
necessary forthe development of Calcutta. In order to give effect to this 
‘decision; an officer will be placed on special duty, wnder the title of Develop- 
mont Commissioner, who will be requiréd to exfimine the schemes put 

“forward by private Companies, to obtain full information about them andeto 
advise Government whether land should be acquired and, if 80, upon what 
conditions. .It will also be the duty of this officer to ascertain whether 
Government or any local authority or railway has proposals in view or worl 
in hand which may affect or be affected by the Building schemes pi 


For this purpose, he will be a member of the Calcutta Public Works Confer= « . 


rence, which contains representatives of Government, the Railways, the Cor? 
poration of Caleutta, the Calcutta Improvement Trust, the Port Commis- 
sioness and six suburban municipalities. Each scheme will be considered b; 
Goyernment on its merits and with reference to its public utility, antl if 
“agcepted by Government, such conditions will be ifaposed as will safeguard 
the interests of the public, for while Government are of opinion that the’ 
- existing shortage of houses in Calcutta and its neighbourhood justifies them 


“in making use of the provisions of the Land Acquisition Act for the papose 


of making good the deficiency in the interests of the publi¢ at large, it is. 
equally clear to them that they would not be justified in using the Act in 
furtherance of speculative schemes whose primary object is that *of enriching 
their promoters. Pending the appointment the special offiser above

2. Mill area and railways.—In the mill area, work was at first impeded» 
by ignorant suspicion on the part of the operatives, who imagined that the 
arrangements were part of an insidioas scheme connected with the Rowlatt 
Act and that persons suffering from the disease would be dischar, 
but this spirit of distrust was gradually overcome. The Governgr in

», to deal with matters connected with the campaign: A laboratory, was opened 
at Jalpaiguri and a class started for the training of tea-garden_ doctors. 
Altogether 112 attended the first coarse and 74 the second, and training has 
now been given to the doctors on the majority of the gardens in the Duars. 
Lectures and demonsttations. in simple hygiene were included in the course, 
and instruction was given in the diagnosis, cure and prevention of common 
intestinal parasitic affections.

A schbme for the revision of the pay and:strength of the ministerial estab- 
lishment of district headquarters and rial registration offices was, partially 
introduced in 1919 by granting clerks and muharvirs an immediate increase 
of 20 per cent. on their pay. Full effect has now been given to the scheme 
from Ist March 1920. The 4th grade on Rs-175 per mensem in the cadre 
of district sub-registrars was elimmated, and the total number of appoint- 
ments has heen equally distributed ‘among the remaining three grades on 
Rs. 200, Rs. 225 and Ks. 250 per mensem.” A readjustment of the cadre of

‘The Reports for the years 1918 and 1917 and the resolutions of Government 
recorded thereon. ‘i 


‘Tue appointment of the Committee to investigate the system of prison 
administration in India has naturally overshadowe@ the working of the jails 
in Bengal during the past: year, and the considered opinion of the Committee on 
‘various pending questions is: awaited with interest. Any large reforms 
that may be advocated will, to some extent at least, be dependent on the 

\ suitability of the existing jail buildings for their introduction, and 
| the chiet defect in+ Bengal, viz., the overcrowded condition of most of 
| the jails throughout the year, will still continue until more funds can be 
devoted to the enlargement of existing structures. Admissions in the 
past year were 4,905 more than in the preceding year, but the situation was 
| yelieved by’ the releaso of 2.338 prisoners on the occasion of the Peace 
celebration, and the grant of partial remissions of sentence to 8.000 others ; 
this resulted in the average daily population being reduced to 15,887. or 
874 less than in the preceding year. 
‘ 2. It is satisfactory that the number of jail offences farther decreased 
x8 compared with the prev?ous year, the ratio of total punishments to daily 
“population being 135 a8 against 142 in 1918. The penalty of whipping was 
nflicted in 40 cases, as compared with 42 in the previous year. 

3. The year was not a healthy one, though the number of admissions 
to hospital decreased, and the daily average number of sick was 878 against 
96% in the previous year, the death-rate rose from 21°3 to 22°9, the total 
numbor of deaths being 365 against 358 or higher than in any of the previous 
four years. The rise, however. corresponds toa similar rise in the case of 
the general population, and was largely due to the prevalence of influenza and 
cholera. Apart from epidemics, searcity and hardships resulting from the 
cyclone in Eastern Bengal lowered the stamina of new admissions. Influenz& 
appeared again in an epidemic form, and altogether 2,022 cases occurred, of 
which 67 proved fatal. The Presidency, Berhampore, Comilla, Barisal and 
Dacca jails had most cases, although otherwise the Berhampore and Comilla 
jails showed excellent records. The most unhealthy jails were Burdwan, 
Khulna, Mymensingh and Malda, and the healthiest: Berhampore and Comilla. 

4: The popularity of the wheat seale dietary continues. The use of 
wheat at one daily meal in lieu of rice has extended and considerably more 
than half the prisoners have now voluntarily adopted this diet. Statistics 
show that the incidence of bowel complaints is zpparently less among them 
than among those on the ordinary rice dict. ‘The average cost per prisoner on, 
rice diet was Rs, 4-8-7, and on wheat scale diet Rs. 5-2-10. 

* 5. The Juvenilé jail at Alipore continues to do good work. Tho star 
class system institated during the last few years has worked fairly well. The 
school which was started experimentally for the benefit of the inmates of the 
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+ whose object is to provide work for juvenile prisoners: ‘ou release are ren 
* , ing useful assistance, bat there is still much scope for better organisati 
+ and more practical sympatiiy from the public, The value of the quinine sold,

“6. ‘Tho outturn of manufactures exceeded that of the previous year, 
and the net cash earnings” rose from Rs. 84,589 in the previous yeac . 
to Rs. 5,831,142 in the year under report. There was a deérease in the oatturn 
and profit of the Presidency Jail owing, to the decrease in orders from 
. Government departments. ‘Ihe Midnapore Central Jail was hampered in — 
mannfacturing uniforms for the Police Department by delay in receiving: : 
materials from@he Munitions Board. The manufacture of woollen blankets in ~~ 
fis: the Rajshali | was limite: so as not to interfere with the Dacen,blanket 
factory which had ceased to supply blankets to the Military Department. 

7, The conduct of the warder staff continued to be satisfactory. There . 
was a slight increase in’ the number of departmental punishments. Fifty* 
eight warders resigned against 82 in the previous year... ‘The decrbase is 
satisfactory and is probably due to the sarfetion given by the Secretary 
of State. to pensions for the warder establishment, but the number 
of resignations is stil! high and considerable difficulty is met in recruiting. 
‘Phe improvement in recon? years on the conditions of service of the warders 
appears to have been overtaken by the rise in the cost: of living. A scheme, 
for improving the conditions of the jailor service was submitted to the 
Secretary of State in December 1919, and has been sanctioned since the close 
of the year. f ei
